U-2 sorties would probably be infrequent and the situation quite different, 
therefore, to a few years ago when missions were frequent and special 
justification was required following an "incident". The State Department 
member reported that he felt quite certain that such justifications would 
be required. The Chairman then suggested that, as a preliminary to 
forwarding another request for U-2 coverage, the community keep a 
careful record of coverage of priority targets achieved by satellites and 
drones for the next two or three months. This record might provide us 
with a valid basis for judging the need for U-2 missions to supplement 
satellite coverage.
